A legislative. proposal of major significance is now in the 
Congressional hopper and quite ‘a few national groups-and 
organizations are watching its progress. More than that, 
they're hoping it doesn’t-get lost in the Watergate shuffle. 

The proposal is Senate Bill 707, introduced in February of 
this-year and reported out of committee in April, with amend- 
ments like you've never seen, but all intended to strengthen 
the measure. 


It's a consumer protection bill — setting up an independent 
Consumer Protection Agency to protect and serve the in- 
terests of American consumers .... and that includes just 
about everyone. 


There has long béen mounting pressure for such an 
agency at the federal level, an agency tha} devotes its full 
time to the ramifications of protecting th® American con- 
sumer.-Many-of.the federal. agencie lepartments have 
consumer protection facilities within 
works and while. these function ona full time-basis; their-con- 
cerns are limited to the interests of their “Parents.” 


eir individual frame- 


in:-the.-field. of housing. for..example,.the Department of 
Housing and Urban Development has consumer affairs of- 
ficers at the field levél: In the larger field offices there may be 
a half a dozen persons assigned to such activities. 

Under the proposed bill, the new-"Consumer Protection 
Agency" would represent all consumers, regardless of status 
or stature, who feel they have a cause for action against the 
federal hiarchy, including the Courts. 


Purpose of the new Agency would be to “...represent the 
interests of consumers before.Federal agencies and courts. 
receive! and transmit consumer complaints, develop and 
disseminate information of interest to consumers, and to per- 
form other functions to protect and promote the interests of 
consumers.” 


The proposal lists six.fields of. interest-in which the new 
agency would furiction: 

— safety, quality, purity, potency, healthfulness, durability 
performance and such or any real or personal property, or 
tangible or intangible goods, services or credit; 

— preservation of consumer choice and a competitive 
market; : 

— prevention of unfair or deceptive trade practices; 

—- maintenance. of. truthfulness and fairness in the ad- 
vertising, promotion and sales by a producer, distribiitor, len-* 
der; ‘retailer-or other supplierof such: property, goods,.ser- 
vices and credit; 

— furnishing of full, accurate and clear instructions, war- 
nings, and other_information by any such supplier con- 
cerning property, goods, services and credit, and, 

— protection of the legal rights and remedies of con- 
sumers. 


Considering all the randiications it would seem at first 
glance that adoption of this measure would make the new 
Agency one of the most monumental in the federal 
framework. You might be right! A person could spend a 
career just following through on one particular item, taking it 
through all the processing and reporting pipelines and then 
on to its final conclusion. 

There is always the possibility that a federal (or even a 
state or local) agency can become too unwieldy, to cumber- 
some for thé purpose it was established for: Sometimes the 
builders of empires lose sight of the forest because there are 
too many trees. : 

This- particular proposal, however, contains a number of 
safeguards written into the Act to hopefully eliminate this. 
Then too, a good administrator means the difference bet- 
ween effectiveness and disarray. Ifthis measure gets through 
Congress, look for the administration to pick a good man. 


“If the bilt “Liougn Congress..." There-is always the - 
big “if.” It's like that well known road to-hell, paved with 
good intentions. A lot of Americans, however, are hopeful 
their-congressional-representatives will take an affirmative 
stand at the time. the bill comes up to.a vote..... and.change 
the “if” to “when.”

Calted Love. Rhymes (Fantasy, F- 
9447), it features a very nice houseband 
‘that sounds like the bands which back 
up everybody else these days: good! 
Her producers have good ears; out of 
the five, the most dynamic’are Johnny 
Watson & David Axelrod, but then the 
works..of. Willie Mitchell & Charles 
Chalmers. and Calvin- Carter are nice, 
too, and with those names, you have an 
idea of the quality of the music. With 
two- exceptions, the music is original. 
Like |. mentioned Ruth Brown; well, 
Miss --Everett “sings one of her old 
1950ish heartthrobs: “Be Anything (But 
Be Mine)” like Miss Brown never 
thought she could, and she also lays 
out that old c/w tune: “Who Will Your 
Next Fool Be” in a very grand style. But 
then.|_am in_love with that gal when she 
sings “| Want to Be There,” “Wan- 
dering,”’ which is a killer all by itself 
and it comes right after “Be Anything," 
“Just a Matter of Time,” and “I'm Afraid 
of Losing You." Let me summarize Love 
Rhymes. this. way: its the.kind of music 
that you can puton low or loud and still 
get the same effect, maybe, just maybe 
thinking about loving someone. 

Before we move into something 
heavier, let me clear up several persons 
who had questions about our “Unitled 
Story,” which appeared in this space 
last week. | could have been glicker by 
making a typographical error in the 
writing .of the title. and had it read: “Un- 
titled Story,” and you problemed. ones 
would have been clearer as to what was 
happening. Check: early in 1972, we 
had printed. part one of our budding 
masterpiece .in Cincinnati's Nip 
Magazine, at which time had skipped in 
and out of the lives of the unnamed, 
almost unidentified Man and Woman 
(or She-and Him), only giving hints at 
the series. of events in-their. lives..

Hedonistic Novel,” or reverse “Stream 
of Consciousness,” and afterwhich they 
become representative samples of the 
lower-case narrators. It is possible that 
the key to “Unititled Story's" lock is an 
examination of the narrators. The Fly 
and Spider-are in’ in cohorts about the 
“mess” of our villians lives; they are 
natural enemies because flies are eaten 
by spiders and spiders by frogs and 
frogs by king snakes.- and when that 
whitey gets hungry enough, She will 
cut her Black lover aloose and eat the 
king snake, .Jndeed, the circle/cycle 
might be vicious. 

In meanwhile you might be reading 
more “Untitled Stories,” because .they 
are forming the basis for the diffusely 
but decadent themes ‘in our .evolving

Jimmy, who ap- 
pears here at peace with himself, finan- 
cially successful.in. owning.a recording 
studio, and driving a bad 1974 white 
convertible Rolls-Royce, doesn’t under- 
stand what's going on, because his 
friend had only been able to give pieces 
and bits of some kind of hineous plot. 
Thus, Jimmy runs off to Chicago to 
enlist the services of “Snake” Jaggett 
(Fred Williamson) who now appears as 
almost as easily successful, owning ‘an 
“advertisement agency” and living 
downtown Chicago. where -the rent 
Starts at'$1500 per month without maid 
service, They then journey to New York 
where Mr. Keyes (Jim Kelly), who owns 
a string of Karate -schools...throughout 
the U.S., has just gotten through whip- 
ping two squads. of police m the 
Manhattan precinct; Mr. Keyes. wears 
leather suits and drives one of those 
Silver Fleet Edition Mark IV's. All of 
them are passing for fine 

In between all of this, they have to 
kick behinds in Los Angeles, Chicago, 
and..Washington, because there are 
these whiteys running around in some 
funny looking army-like garments trying 
to_kill our infamous trio. Well, Pamela 
Grier's -Coffey/Foxy . Brown =character 
could have handled all of that action 
single-handedly, but just after Jimmy's 
girlfriend has been kidnapped, the 
police is called-in to investigate’ the 
situation, when Lt. Somebody (Alex 
Rocco) says to Jimmy: “Dig dude, we 
don’t want you running around here 
carrying on like you have in the past; . . 
. let us do what we are being paid for!” 
(| swear that’s what he said and Jimmy 
agrees to act alright but goes home and 
gets his .49 caliber portable pocket 
machine gun and he knows ‘how to use 
it.)

The real 
problem is that the-pr: t generation 
is unwilling to shouldér its part of the 
sacrifices and burdens that. are so 
essential for a continual tlow of 
progress. Today's generation wants it 
easy and soft in everything - school as 
well as the: work world. 

Entirely too many of us are using our 
racial identity as a Crutch rather than as 
an incentive. As long as we are behind, 
we have to work harder and do more to 
try to’ catch’ up: 

it is the hope and wish of every family 
that their children, by virtue of a better 
education, will have better op- 
portunities and a more productive and 
fruitful life. For this, over the years, 
mothers and fathers have sacrificed, 
skimped and prayed. 

Many an affluent doctor or teacher 
today is enjoying the luxury of middle- 
class. living. because. some mother 
labored over a washboard or slung a 
mop in order that their child or children 
could have it better than they had it. 

Because of this kind of dedication, 
and sacrifice, we have made progress. 
But, this doesn't mean that we have it 
made. Far from it. 

Entirely too many of -our college 
clique are spending valuable .class- 
room time on African- topics and 
languages. There are some that are ad- 
vocating: going. back to Africa. - 

There is-no.place in Africa for poor or 
uneducated Black Americans. The

Good Guy Role Costs 
Bill Willis OYC Post . 


Unlike suspense packed schemes dreamed up in 
Hollywood for movie house screens, and television 
tubes, in-politics, the good guys don't always win. 
This is what seemed to have happened in the selec- 
tion of a director of the Ohio Youth Commission 
several weeks ago. 

William (Bill) Willis, veteran director of Correctional 
Services for OYC, was a candidate for the appoint- 
ment and based on his experience and background, 
he was seen as an ideal person for the position. 
However, Joseph L. White, former deputy director of 
the Administration of Justice Dept. of Economic and 
Community Development, beat Willis out, 

in announcing the appointment of White, Gov. John 
Gilligan, through his press secretary, Robert Tenen- 
baum, advised: newsmen that there would be no 
questions answered relative to the appointment. Con- 
sequently, as far as the Governor's concerned, the 
press was” left-in~the dark~as to why Willis’ was 
bypassed when the Governor had previously 
acknowledged that the ex-Cleveland Brown's star” 
was being considered for-the $28,000: post: 

i alter the press conference, word began 
cifculating around the Capital to the effect that Willis, 
black, lost out to White because his_kindness and 
gentlemanly qualities rendered him too soft to effec- 
tively serve as administrator of a hot spot like the 
OYC. In short, they said, Willis was too good a Joe, 
too easy going, to undertake’ such’ a tough ‘assign- 
ment, 

White, who assumed the position two weeks ago, 
said he plans no immediate staff shake-up. However, 
he said there will probably be some reassignment of 
superintendents who could do a better job in a dif- 
ferent institution, This could conceivably mean that 
Willis will be shifted to another OYC assignment after 
White settles at his commission desk. 

With this column's needling and later the 
metropolitan press’ asking why the Ohio Civil Rights 
Commission is forced to operate without a chairman 
as required by law, the Governor's office broke its 
silence on this matter last week. In an obvious effort 
to cool the heat, a Gilligan spokesman announced 
that an OCRC chairman would be appointed within 
the next week or 10 days. 

The Commission has been without a chairman 
since Jamés Friedman resigned last December. in the 
absence of a chairman, the Gommission's work has 
been hampered to the point of causing one member 
to squeal like a stuck pig. 

Although the Commission has never -had a-black 
Chairman since its inception in 1959, one black State 
Legislator apparently feels that it's time for a change 
in the complexion of the commission leader. Rep. 
Phale D. Hale (D-Columbus) said last week that he 
has receommended Walter Tarpley, Executive direc- 
tor, Columbus United Community Council, for the ap- 
pointment. 

in making the recommendation, Hale pointed out 
that Tarpley's credentials meet and probably surpass ~ 
those required for the OCRC chairmanship, but 
unless Hale knows something that isn't generally 
known in UCC circles, he’s just whistling in the dark. 
For Tarpley would be a candidate for an insane 
asylum if he gave up a$30,000 post for a political ap- 
pajiment that pays: less than half of his present 
salary. as

So You’re Being Audited 


Your federal individual in- 
come tax return - Form 1040 
— has been selécted for audit, 
and you're wondering why. 

According to the Internal 

Revenue Service, the most 
likely reason your return and 
many others have. been 
chosen for a further review is 
simply that thiéy appear to 
contain errors. 

2All “individual and smail 


corporation income tax 
returns go through a 
sophisticated processing 


system called “Discriminant 
Function" (DIF) as they pass 
through the IRS computers. 

DIF hasn't always been a 
part of the IRS processing 
system. In fact, it has been in 
use at the service centers 
only since 1969. 

At one time the Internal 
Revenue Service relied on 
the “eyeball’: method to pick 
out returns for audit. Large 
numbers of- examining of- 
ficers on the basis of their 
content andthe officers’ ex- 
perience in spotting those 
needing a closer review. 

Later the IRS enlisted the 
aid of computers, program- 
ming officers. Under this 
method the computers would 
sort out returns for possible 
audit and then the examiners 
would review them to double 
check the reasons for the 
selection. : 

The use of the computers 


“was soon found-to be-e-step 


in the right direction, since it 


saved time and provided,‘ 


greater uniformity in the! 
initial selection of returns for 
audit. However, this initial! 
system of criteria developed 
from examiner experience 
still did not ensure that IRS 
audit manpower was being 
spent on those returns with 
the greatest need for 
examination based on the 
probability of change in the 
tax reported. 
After considerable re- 
IRS found it 


importance of each si

. ther returns _selected » by 
the computer really need 
auditing. For example, OIF, 
which is a nationwide system, 
cannot take into accoynt 
unique Igcal conditions. 
Screeners can identify local 
variations such as when a 


State's real estate taxes are 


high, Returns, fAund to.need 
‘audit by both the computer 
and humans are vi!timately 
selected for examination. 

In addition, returns not 
selected for audit by DIF may 
be selected at random, as a 
means of checking the 
system. Or returns may be 
examined because they are 
related to returns already un- 
dergoing examination, such 
as those of partners in a 
business. Some returns are 
identified for audit when IRS 
matches associated doc- 
uments, such as Forms 
W-2 and 1099 with infor- 
mation reported on the 1040. 

But whatever the means for 
selecting your return for 
audit, the purpose remains 
the same — to correct those 
returns with apparent errors 
so that only the tax due is 
paid the government. 

Last year, according to the 
IRS, 1.8 - billion in ‘additional 
revenue for the government, 
and $275.7- million in 
reduced taxes or increased 
refunds for taxpayers.

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U.S. Justice Reflects Image

Instead of being the blind 
justice, the present day prac- 
tice seems to follow more an 
ancient mythological charac- 
ter, Janus, the two-faced god. 
The courts havé ‘a face for 


one prisoner =the towly; and™ 


one for the persons of better 
means: ‘The upper and lower 
caste system of our land. 

Three black boys have 
been charged with, the mur- 
der of a white nurse and 
every effort is beirig made for 
a speedy trial in about three 
months with the death 
penalty a foregone con- 
clusion, almost. 

There is a little hassle over 
whether one of the accused 
is old enough, to be tried as 
an adult, but, let conjecture 
fun rampant -- he will be. 
Now let us look at that case 
up north where a white youth 
is alleged to have killed three 
members of his family. 

Wasn't that about a year or 
$0, ago? But, do. you. -know 
what, suddenly the county is 
without a case, for the white 
jad was without counsel 
when he told his story to the 
police. | think it all had to do

| see by the paper where 
implicants. in the.

juagge wants to see the 
records, : 

They were about to 
whitewash the case and 
forget it. Can't see why so 
much fuss was made over it 
in the first place -- there are 
hardly any grounds to charge 
him, try him, or sentence: him 
— he was carrying out a 
military necessity in his in- 
terpretation of the situation at 
the time. 

But, on the other hand, the 
man, serving time for killing 
Martin Luther King, well, the 
white authorities are begin- 
ning~to~ take “another look. 
The thinking—is-that-he-did 
not get-a fair-trial..And.he just 
might get another trial, an 


_acquittal — then, who did kill 


Martin Luther King? 

You see, the prisoner is. a 
white_man_and-Rev..King was. 
such a black man. Must a 
white man-stay in prison for 
99 years just for killing a 
black man? High _in- 
ternational feeling over the 
killing has begun to subside 
a great deal, you see. 

Wasn't there that black 
man who was caught recently 
and implicated in the murder 
of a white woman on a high 
floor .of the Ohio State 
University campus about two 
years ago? He told his story 
to a detective who found out 


that he had a_ surprising 
amount, of accurate in- 
formation. 


What touches at my center 
of curiosity is — did he have 
his lawyer along to advise 
him ‘what to say? If not, that 
Ought tobe a big point in‘any 
trial he-may face but = will 
the court make an issue of it 
or does that old KKK deter- 
mination thata black may pay 
for the alite of a white; guilty 
or. .\\? 

Yes, often the court has 
two ways of looking at cases, 
One way for certain people 
and another for certain other 
people. Yes, Janus can look 
out of his bulging eyes at one 
prisoner with contempt for 
the man’s very existence, and 
look at another _ prisoner, * 
generally a man of means, 
with a silent chuckle to him- 
self and think of a big, 
mischievous person needing 
chastisement;-nothing. much

A big step in the right direction for all of us 
betause, despite the fact that we may think the edu- 
cation-that we acquire in schools today is notrelevant 
to-the-Black-experience; it-is-still-the-“Tool"that-is 
most used when we apply fer the better and higher 


paying jobs. 


I concur that if the educational process. is going to 
be a truthful experience, then it must include Black 
history and culture. So I wonder why so many Black 


youngsters are bypassing the Black universities 


where they can be exposed to the Black heritage. Are 
the -students’ egos leading them to other places? 
Have our Black colleges become unfashionable? I 


sincerely hope not. 


Now is the time when we really need the Black 
colleges. The Black communities must earnestly 


support. these educational institutions. 


We must 


encourage our young people to attend the schools; 
we must give some of our finances for the support of 
these schools; and we must encourage these colleges 
to broaden their educational scopes. 

A Black college or university can effectively rein- 
force a Black student’s-identity and it can also make 
it possible for more inner city educated Black youths 
to attend college. So if Black is truly beautiful, then 
it is about. time. for.some.
